It was 
the opinion of the m ajority of the 
merchant*- that the present park­ 
ing ordinance in the business area 
was working a hardship on busi­ 
ness and that the present method 
of enforcement was resented by 
the shopping public. 
While no time was specified for 
the installation of the meters, it 
was intim ated that the installa­ 
tion would be made as quickly as 
possible after the type of meter, 
method of installation and posi­ 
tion of the m eters had been deter­ 
mined.

W ashington, April 3 <A*>—The 
United States today dem anded the 
immediate recall of the

WRONT, TIME FOR STRIKES 
The gains of Amel lean labor have been 
great in recent decades and especially in re­ 
cent years. Progress is so rapid that even 
recent weeks have brought increasing re­ 
wards and security. Vet many are nut satis­ 
fied. Many seem willing or eager to strike, 
for increased pay or working conditions or 
grievances of one kind or another, which 
the present state of the nation and the world 
seem fietty or unpatriotic. 
The recent epidemic of strikes is alarming 
not so much for the demands of the strikers, 
or even for the loss of industrial production 
in a crisis, as for the state of mind shown by 
many strikers—or by the labor leadei-s who 
profess to represent them. 
It should be realized much more clearly 
than it seems to be, that the world right now 
is in a great crisis, which might end with the 
downfall of civilization. That this crisis in­ 
volves our own country, even though we are 
not technically at war. That the future of 
our country and our i^eople and future gen­ 
erations depends on every American right 
now, and until further notice, showing team­ 
work and loyalty to the nation as a whole. 
And this preaching doesn’t apply merely 
to labor, either. It applies to employers and 
stockholders and all the rest of us. If we 
don’t realize that we’re in a tight place, and 
do our best on w^hatever jobs w'e have, with 
good-will and cooperation, as the British and 
Greeks are doing, we may find ourselves be­ 
fore long in a very much tighter place.

The 
weakness of that statem ent lies 
in the fact that we aren't told 
what the agreements arc, and Mr.

Indeed, it would lie surprising 
to learn that Mr. Matsuoka had 
given the Axis partners any en­ 
couragement 
that

Sheering From l ight 
Indications arc that the Japan­ 
ese are sheering trom further en­

States. Italy's m ilitary and naval 
disasters,

knocked her out of the war as a 
striking 
force, 
and 
Germany's 
knock in the Balkans, have set 
Toyko back on Hic road of cau­ 
tion. 
Because of her weak economic 
position and her dependence on 
us for essential 
supplies. 
Japan 
can't afford to break with Ameri­ 
ca at this juncture. And Tokyo 
has no intention of attacking Brit­ 
ain unless it is quite apparent that 
the Axis has the w ar won. 
The upsets to the Axis program 
aren't the only factors which are

Japan. 
Along with these there has been a 
•^appearance of B ritain's old as­ 
sertiveness iii the Far East. As

Enthusiasm Dampened 
/ Then, too, the passage of the 
lend-lease bill in Washington, with 
its wide provisions for aid not only

damped the Japanese enthusiasm 
for the Axis program. 
Tokyo's 
concern over this position must be 
added to by the surprise visit at 
Manila yesterday of Sir Robert 
Rrooke-Popham, 
commander 
of 
the British forces in the Far East. 
Sir Robert conferred regarding 
Philippine defense m atters with 
Admiral Thomas C. Hart, com­ 
mander of the United States Asi­ 
atic fleet, and 
General 
Douglas 
MacArthur, m ilitary adviser to the 
Philippines. They considered the 
strategical position of the Philip­ 
pines with relation to Anglo-Amer­ 
ican defenses in the F ar East. 
The whole position was signifi­ 
cantly summed up the other day 
in San Francisco by Soburo Ku- 
rusu, retiring Japanese ambassa­ 
dor to Germany, who was enroute 
home. He said a Japanese-Ameri­ 
can w ar would tx* "a gr<?al crime 
against humanity," and added:

"I was handed hack my pen­ 
knife and nail file and set free 
My papers were not inspected and

Dunning, first of the four to he 
released, was freed 
afte r two 
' hours. 
"Tile Berlin police went to con­ 
siderable trouble just taking down 
my personal data and that of my 
family," Dunning said.

Army Figures Possibilities 
For Directing Soldiers 
In Warfare. 


PHILADELPHIA.- T h e n ag e of 
television soon m ay be harnessed to 
flash running picture stone- of troop 
movem ents and actual battles from 
observation planes to general staff 
headquarters, the American 
Insti­ 
tute of Electrical Engineers was 
told bere. 
“We do not have to let the imagi­ 
nation run wild to picture the possi­ 
bility of an airplane equipped with 
television flying over the battlefields 
while the troop com m ander and his 
teneral staff gather about the view­ 
ing screen at general headquarters 
and have instantaneous and accu­ 
rate information of events in the 
front line,’’ said Dean Joseph W. 
B arker 
of 
Columbia ' university 
school of engineering. 
‘ That is all I can say, because 
the w ar and navy departm ents for­ 
bid me to discuss the possibilities in 
any detail,” he concluded. 
It was learned from authoritative 
sources among the 2 OOO electrical 
engineers, who convened here for 
their annual five-day meeting, that 
the nation's foremost authorities on 
television were developing the sys­ 
tem for America s arm ed forces. 
Aid in Defense. 


Experim ental 
television 
broad­ 
casts from airplanes to land stations 
have been m ade successfully, they 
said, although the screen pictures 
are not as clear as those produced 
in studio broadcasts. 
Dr. Barker discussed the new de­ 
velopment in television at a round­ 
table forum. 
He explained that he 
was not free to say more about it 
because he had been enlisted in n a­ 
tional defense research and training 
projects. 
Leading engineers attending the 
session pointed out that with the 
aid of television, the commanding 
general would know instantly r t 
only w hat his own troops were do­ 
ing but also w hat the enemy was 
doing.
